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DETAILED ACTION 



This Office action is in response to the applicant's amendment received 3/29/04 (Paper 
No. 26). The amendments to the claims have been entered. Applicant's remarks were 
considered, with the results set forth as follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1-6 and 27-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Persidsky. 

Persidsky teaches a portable pen computer 10 comprising: movement detection means 
comprising: a pressure sensor 14, a movement sensor 16 having acceleration detection means 21, 
23 and 25, and buttons 34, 36, 38, 42, 44 and 46, responsive to movements to produce an output 
signal; a storage medium 22; a display 24; and a processing means 40 for displaying pages or 
screens of images or words; wherein, the acceleration detector 21, 23 and 25 are mounted 
perpendicularly to detect movement data at a 90 degree angle; the portable pen computer 10 is 
housed in a stylus casing comprising a radiused triangular cross-section along the writing tip 12 
section, and a flatten section incorporating a display screen, see figures 1, 3 and 9. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the rime the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 7, 20 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Persidsky (U.S. Patent No. 6,130,666) in view of O'Connor et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,188,392). 

Persidsky teach generally all except for the use radio transmission or infrared 
transmission means and receiving means for transmitting data. O'Connor et al teach the use of a 
radio or infrared transceiving means 1 19 for transmitting data, see figures 1 and 2, and col. 6, 
lines 3-22. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to utilize the wireless interface as taught by O'Connor et al in the Persidsky pen 
computer because this would provide the enhanced portability and functionality of the pen 
computer system, which is compact and convenient to use. Claims 7, 20 and 21 are dependent 
upon the base claim 1, and are rejected on the same basis set forth in claim 1, and by the reasons 
discussed above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 12-19, 30-31, and 79 are allowed. 

6. Claims 9-11, 22-26, 77 and 78 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 
7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-7, 9-29, 77 and 78 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new grounds of rejection.
